OFFICIALS ARE PLEASED. 


Gen. Otis* Cheerlnjr Dispatch Causes 
Satisfaction In Washington. 
Washington, April 5. — W ar depart­ 
ment officials 
were pleased 
by the 
cheering dispatch from (Jen. Otis re­ 
ceived yesterday. 
It contains a great 
deal of encouragement to them, and 
those who know Gen. Otis well, say 
he is not a man to take a roseate view 
of the situation unless there is reason 
for it. 
It 
is argued at 
the depart­ 
ment that tho 
Filipinos have never 
been used to the kind of warfare that 
tho Americans have given them, and 
for that reason they are now aware 
that it will be Impossible for them to 
accomplish 
anything 
by 
fighting. 
While there is disappointment because 
tho movement to capture a large force 
of tho Filipinos was not successful, it 
is believed that the pressing of the 
insurgents steadily toward the north, 
capturing their 
capital 
and driving 
them from place to place has bad a 
very discouraging effect upon the na­ 
tives who have been following Aguin­ 
aldo. 
It is evident by the reference 
which Gen, Otis makes to reconnoiter­ 
ing parties that he is having the coun­ 
try thoroughly paroled, and Inform s 
tlon which they are giving him is the 
base of the dispatch received. 
It is 
believed that desertions will soon de­ 
plete the army of Aguinaldo to little 
or nothing. 
That portion of the dis­ 
patch relating to the Visaynne refer* 
to the operations of which Iloilo is the 
base. 
The group 
includes 
Panay, 
Bolo, Cebil, Negros and others of less 
importance. The rebellion against the 
United States authority was not very 
serious in these islands, being stirred 
up by emissaries of Aguinaldo at Ilo­ 
ilo. The constant lefeat of Aguinaldo’* 
forces north of Manila has no doubt 
had a depressing effect upon other li> 
surrectlonlsts.

Manila, April 6.—The insurgents are 
massing strong forces north of Calum- 
pit, about five 
and 
one-half 
miles 
northwest of Malolos, and, according 
to the observations of the reconnoiter­ 
ing parties, they have fine entrench­ 
ments there. It is expected that hard 
fighting will be necessary to dislodge 
them at that point and at San Fer­ 
nando, where Aguinaldo is supposed to 
be. Large rivers strengthen both forti­ 
fications. 
The Montana regiment had 
one man killed and three wounded yes­ 
terday. 
Twenty-five men were pros­ 
trated by the heat and brought to the 
hospital. 
Two new big Krupp guns, 
one six-inch and the other eiglit-inch, 
which were found burled at Malolos, 
will be mounted. The Americans have 
also found 27,007 silver dollars. 


AGUINALDOS BUBBLE BURST. 


He Consults Washington Officials on 
Samoan Matters. 
Washington, April 
6.—Adolph golf, 
recently appointed 
president 
of the 
municipality of Apia, had a busy day 
yesterday consulting with government 
and diplomatic officials and taking the 
preliminary steps in the reapproaeh- 
ment of the three governments con­ 
cerning the islands. 
Accompanied by 
Secretary Hay, he was received by the 
president, the latter expressing the 
earnest hope that Dr. golf might be 
successful in his new field of action. 
Later Dr. golf called at the British em­ 
bassy and 
a 
pleasant exchange of 
views occurred. Assistant gecretary 
of gtate Cruller also had a meeting 
with Dr. golf to go over some of the 
technical details of the Samoan ques­ 
tion. The several conferences were 
important mainly in showing the har­ 
mony with which the officials of the 
three governments are proceeding on 
Samoa. 


Belief That Natives Arc Becoming 
Convinced of This Fact. 
Manila, April 6. — Gen. MacArthur 
reconnoitered yesterday morning, with 
the Montana regiment, the Fourth cav­ 
alry and two guns of the light artillery, 
as far as the river north of Malolos. 
The reconnoisance developed the fact 
that there are fully 1,000 rebels, armed 
with Mauser rifles, preparing for de­ 
fense. Shots were exchanged and two 
of the Montana regiment were wound­ 
ed, but 
there 
was 
no engagement. 
Later in the 
day 
Gen. M acArthur 
moved northward as the w ater supply 
at Malolos is inadequate. 
The belief is spreading among the 
residents here that the effect of the1 
capture of Malolos, the former rebel 
capital, followed by the proclamation' 
of the United States Philippine com-, 
mission will be to convince the natives 
that Aguinaldo’* bubble has burst. Dr. 
Schurman, president of 
the commis­ 
sion, said: 
"The Filipinos have been 
asking unceasingly ‘What do you pro­ 
pose to do for us?’ The proclamation 
answers the question 
and it should 
satisfy them." 
Col. Charles Denby, member of the 
commission and 
former 
minister to 
China, remarked: “It is the most im­ 
portant proclamation since the declara­ 
tion of independence. Spanish, Tagalo 
and English versions have been print­ 
ed and it is proposed to circulate them 
about Malolos and at all the seaports. 
They will be sent to the lake towns 
by gunboats." 
The commission of Spaniards under 
the leadership of Senor Antonio F,uset, 
president of the Spanish club, bas had 
little success with the expedition or­ 
ganized to deliver money and stores to 
the Spanish prisoners. 
The members 
of the expedition were obliged to give 
the goods to the Filipino officers at 
Batangas. The boat had a letter from 
Aguinaldo directing the Filipino of­ 
ficials to aid the 
mission, but Gen. 
Trias, commanding tho Filipino forces 
in the Southern 
provinces, and his 
subordinates, 
declined 
to recognize 
Aguinaldo^ authority. The Spaniards 
refused to accept the invitations to 
land, having been 
warned that they 
would be held for ransom. Maj. Rafael 
Morales, the former Spanish governor 
of the island of Mindoro, was brought 
on board the ship 
for an interview. 
He wras so weak that be fainted, and 
at parting he said: "I shall never see 
you again." 
The Filipinos thought the Red Cross 
flag w’as the American flag. 
A com­ 
mission wThose members are of all the 
nationalities 
in 
Manila, headed 
by 
John McLeod, and Englishman, bas 
been organized for the purpose of in­ 
terviewing the Filipino leaders and pe­ 
titioning for the release of the prison­ 
ers In the name of humanity. 


GOOD WILL TO NATIVES. 


The Proclamation of the Philippine 
Commission. 
Manila, April 6. — The preamble of 
the proclamation of the United States 
Philippine commission recites the ces­ 
sion by the peace treaty of the Philip­ 
pine islands to the United States, re­ 
fers to the appointment of the commis­ 
sion, assures the people of the cordial 
good will and fraternal feeling of the 
president of the United States and the 
American people, and asserts the ob­ 
ject which the United States govern­ 
ment, apart from the fulfillment af it* 
solemn obligations, has assumed to­ 
ward the family of untions by the ac­ 
ceptance of the sovereignty ovefr the 
islands.

The Am ericans are try ­ 
ing to gain the confidence of the in 
habitants by proving to them th at lf 
they will return and attend to their 
ordinary work, peacefully, no barm 
will befall them. 
Two hundred and 
fifty civilians have come back to their 
homes in Malolos. Two thousand wo­ 
men and children, w ith a sprinkling of 
unarm ed men, supposed 
to 
be w ar­ 
riors. came to the outskirts of Malolos 
on the sea side of the city and after­ 
w ard sneaked away, carrying all the 
goods they could. There has been no 
little good rivalry as to which regiment 
—the F irst M ontana or the Tw entieth 
K ansas—is entitled 
to the 
honor of 
having raised its flag first In Malolos.

Sam oan A ffairs W ill be L eft to a 
C om m ission . 
W ashington, April 2.—A joint high 
commission 
to settle 
tile whole Sa­ 
moan trouble has 
been 
practically 
agreed upon by the 
United 
States, 
British 
and 
German 
governments. 
Lord Salisbury’s absence from Lon­ 
don alone delays the formal acceptance 
by G reat Britain. 
In his absence Sir 
Thom as Anderson 
and Mr. Villiers, 
who are understood to be specially fa­ 
m iliar with the Samoan question, have 
approved the plan for a commission. 
The United States has informally ex­ 
pressed Its approval and the form al 
acceptance, it is 
learned 
from 
the 
highest quarter, will follow speedily. 
As the 
proposition 
em anates from 
Germany her approval of couroe to ab. 
lured. 
This high commission, it Is felt, af­ 
fords a pacific solution to the whole 
trouble a t the moment when Samoan 
affairs began to look the most threat­ 
ening. 
The new plan has been thor­ 
oughly gone over by 
Secretary H ay 
and the British and German am bassa­ 
dors 
here and 
its essential 
details 
worked out. 
Each nation is to be rep­ 
resented by one m em ber on the com­ 
mission. 
It is to have practically un­ 
lim ited authority w ithout the neces­ 
sity of referring its decisions back to 
the several governments for approval. 
It is felt that by conferring such com­ 
plete and final authority on the high 
commission the danger will be obvi­ 
ated of any further deadlocks and de­ 
lays. Still another im portant provision 
under consideration is th a t King Os­ 
car of Norway and Sweden shall be 
the um pire In case the three high com­ 
m issioners should fail to reach a deter­ 
mination. 
The plan of Inviting King Oscar to 
settle a disagreem ent meets the ap­ 
proval of the British and German au­ 
thorities, and doubtlessly wTill be ap­ 
proved by the

though It is not known ju st how far 
this has been considered by the W ash­ 
ington authorities. The expectation is

will be in Samoa, where, for the tim® 
being they will have complete author­ 
ity over the whole range of Samoan 
affairs so far as the high commission 
m ay think fit to act in order to fully 
restore order and establish affairs on a 
stable basis.

Dairying la New England. 
The annual meeting of Connecticut 
dairymen held at Hartford 
recently 
showed that New Englanders are by no 
means discouraged with the outlook 
for the dairy and live stock Interests 
of their state. 
From the Rural New 
Yorker we clip the following notes of 
the meeting: 
Some dairymen find 
an 
excellent 
market for Ice cream—the pure cream 
flavored and frozen. 
Mr. Manchester 
of W. Winsted, says that this ice cream 
trade pays much better than butter­ 
making. Every package or ticket that 
leaves the Manchester farm bears the 
word “Inspected,” which means that 
the herd and premises have been pro­ 
nounced free from disease. 
• * • 
A Curious Change.—Thus we find a 
curious change 
going 
on. 
Twenty 
years ago, it was thought that the live 
stock business in New England would 
be of small importance. 
The silo has 
provided cheap winter roughage, and 
has so increased the amount of hay in 
local markets that it is better to feed 
it at home. 
The New England hill­ 
sides still give the best pasturage on 
the continent. 
Thus, in spite of all 
the wise prophets, New England is 
swinging back to live 
stock 
again. 
Some western sheep and steers are fed, 
but the trouble is to sell them to good 
advantage. 
There is hardly a large 
slaughterhouse left in New England, 
for the western dressed beef has mo- 
j nopolized tho market. 
One man who 
I is running a milk dairy of Holstein 
| cows near New Haven, said that most 
of his old cows were sold to the Jews. 
But for this demand for cheap beef, he 
said it would be hard to find customers 
for the cows. 
How Fed.—The silo is very popular 
in Connecticut. The lower part of the 
Connecticut River Valley was always 


the upper part of a cattle shed into a 
hatching room, as the emanations aris­ 
ing from the animals beneath would 
certainly not be favorable to success. 
I have found the loft above a stable 
excellent for this purpose when prop­ 
erly ventilated, the heat rising from 
the horses at night maintaining 
an 
equable temperature In winter. 
Steps 
must always be taken to keep the air 
in the hatching room sweet by a proper 
system of ventilation, and during fine 
weather, especially in the middle of 
the day, it is an excellent plan to leave 
doors and windows open for an hour 
or two. The chief difficulty is always 
that by a condensation of the air it 
becomes damp, and also that the em­ 
bryos are affected by the impure air 
which surrounds them. When this fact 
is fully realized, it is not at all dif­ 
ficult for any poultry keeper to avoid 
the difficulty mentioned. 
But ventila­ 
tion should be overhead, as the fowls 
must not be subjected to draft

Roque­ 
fort cheese Is of very ancient lineage, 
and Pliny mentions it in his writings. 
Few epicures who linger over 
the 
subtle navor of this solidified mixture 
of goat and sheep milk know the num­ 
ber of details which have to be ob­ 
served before the toothsome morsel 
Is ready for the table. The care nec­ 
essary throughout 
every 
stage 
Is 
shown even In the milking 
of 
the 
sheep and goats. This is done In the 
evening after their return from pas­ 
tures. But In order that the animals 
shall not be In the least heated or ex­ 
cited, they are allowed to rest an hour 
before the milking is begun. 
After 
being heated almost to bolling point 
the evening’s milk is set aside. 
In 
the morning It Is skimmed, heated to 
98 degrees and mixed with the morn­ 
ing’s milk for coagulation. The curd 
is well kneaded with the hands and 
pressed in layers Into molds with per­ 
forated bottoms. 
A thin 
layer 
of 
moldy bread is put between each layer 
of curd. 
This bread, which hastens 
the “ripening” of the cheese by sup­ 
plying the germs of the characteris­ 
tic green mold, is made before the pre­ 
ceding Christmas of about equal parts 
of summer and winter barley, with 
plenty of sour dough and some vine­ 
gar. When moldy enough it is ground 
and sifted, moistened with water and 
kept from the air until used in mak­ 
ing the cheese. The curd remains in 
the shaping receptacles for three or 
four days, and is then taken to the 
market in Roquefort, where it is sold 
to the different makers of Roquefort 
cheese. It Is they who undertake the 
critical “ripening” of the cheese,which 
is placed In the 
very 
damp 
caves 
abounding the precipitous walls of the 
limestone hills 
which 
surround the 
village. 
During the month or more 
that the cheeses are left In the caves 
they are rubbed with salt and brine 
and are pricked frequently with long 
needles to allow the salt to penetrate 
into them, and also to accelerate the 
process of maturing. When this has 
reached a certain stage the cheese is 
ready for shipment.

LITTLE ITEMS. 


A SENSIBLE LETTER, 


A Western Canadian Settler W rites to 
an Illinois Friend. 
In writing to Mr. T. Hawkyard, of 
Rockford, 111., Mr. G. Simpkins, of 
Leiluc, Alberta, Western Canada (and 
to which points especially low rates are 
being quoted over all lines of rail­ 
way), says: 
Dear Sir:—Rec’d your letter the 14th 
inst. We have had no snow till after 
Christmas and the cattle have been 
able to live out, and are all in good 
condition. It is snowing now. That 
is what we want; have about ti Inches 
now. The old settlers say when we 
have lots of snow it means a good crop 
the coming season. 
It never drifts 
here. The weather is calm and bright. 
We do not have to dress any heavier 
than in Illinois, and the horses never 
shiver with the cold when we take 
them from the warm stables, as they 
do in Illinois. It has not frozen in the 
stable this winter. The most of the 
stock runs out, but there is no need 
of it, for timber is plentiful and there 
is no expense to build good stables and 
houses. We have good log houses and 
they are very warm. Two men can 
put up a house 16x24 in two days. 
There are good rails for fences. 
We 
live ten miles from the coal district, 
the price being from 50 cents up to 
$2.00. The land Is a very rich, loamy 
soil, from ti inches to several feet in 
depth; the hills have the deepest. It 
is a rolling country, and excellent for 
stock of all kinds. Sheep do well, and 
there are plenty of small lakes where 
the cattle can get good water. 
Th* 
cattle got out of grass last year, about 
the middle of April, and run at large; 
unless In charge of a herdsman, we 
have to fence against them. 
Wheat 
goes from 35 to 60 bushel* per acre, 
oats 80 to 90, very often over a hun­ 
dred. 
As to potatoes, 
a 
neighboi 
planted 7 bushels and dug 226 bushels 
and no bug*. Roots of all kind* dc 
well. There are lots of strawberriei 
and Iota of red raspberries, black and 
red currants, and gooseberries, where 
the lire has not burnt them. Cattle 
are scarce. I have been trying to bay
